Will  there  be  an  independent  or  citizen’s 
ticket  vbted  at  the  coining  local  election  for 
Bloomfield  Township  ?  Many  are  asking 
this  question,  but  it  cannot  be  said  that 
there  will  be,  or  won’t  be.  What  seems  to 
be  definetely  settled  in  the  minds  of  many 
tax-payers  ip,  "There  ought  to  be”  such  a 
ticket  in  the  field. 


The  department  store  is  the  grandest 
educational  institution  in  the  United  States. 
It  is  doing  more  to  hammer  a  little  kft#w- 
ledge  of  political  economy  into  the  heads  of 
ignoramuses  than  all  other  factors  coit)  bined 
1  have  no  fear  of  offending  the 
men"  who  are  now  combining  in  a  crusade 
against  department  stores.  They  do  not 
read  anything  requiring  more  brain  power 
than  a  description  of  a  prize  fight. 

Who  is  the  business  man  that  he  should 
be  exempt  from  the  inevitable  execution  of 
a  natural*  law  ?  Why  should  he  be  spared 
when  the  farmers,  workmen  and  other  pro¬ 
ducers  of  the  country  have  been  ground 
down  under  the  iron  heel  of  capitalism? 
He  is  not  exempt.  He  will  not  be  sparfd. 
On  him  the  blow  will  fall  with  crushing 
force  and  all  the  laws  that  can  be  pasted 
will  not  avert,  it. 

If  the  competitive  system  is  right,  the 
department  store  is  right. 

If  the  right  of  the  individual  to  do  as  he 
ph  ases  so  long  as  he  does  not  infringe 
tlve  rights  of  others  be  ap  axiomatic  truth, 
tlije n  the  department  store  is  a  high  example 
of  that  truth. 

If  individual  liberty  and  the  right  of  con¬ 
tract  is  to  be  maintained,  keep  youjr  hulHls 
off  the  department  store. 

If  a  111)11  has  a  right  to  accumulate  pr#p- 
city,  the  department  store  has  committed

There  is  no  patent  on  a  department  store. 

It  is  not  a  monopoly.  It  is  backed  by  fio 
special  legislation.  It  docs  not  depend  On 
the  gold  standard  or  the  free  coinage  -of 
ilvet  It  does  not  rise  or  fall  on  account 
>f  any  change  in  the  banking  laws.  What 
is  the  matter  with  it?  Why  do  business 
men  not  start  a  crusade  against  the  whole¬ 
sale  grocery  or  dry  goods  houses?  VVhjmo 
not  the  boarding  house  keepers  start  a  cru¬ 
sade  against  the  big  hotels?  Why  do  not 
the  owners  of  stage  coaches  introduce  a  bill 
against  railroad  companies?  Let  us  pas*  a 
law  that  no  building  shall  be  more  than  one 
story  high.  Let  us  break  up  our  machin*ry 
and  give  more  men  work. 

O  fools  of  America !  Will  you  ever  learn 
that  the  present  social  and  industrial  system 
is  totally  w  rong  ?  The  machine  is  right — 
the  system  is  wrong.  The  department  store 
is  right— the  system  is  wrong.  Anything 
which  docs  aivay  with  work  is  right  mis¬ 
applied  work  is  wrong. 

The  trusts  and  the  department  stores 
have  sounded  the  death  knell  of  the  exist- 
ng  industrial  condition.  Crush  them  by 
law  and  you  have  decreed  that  free  compe¬ 
tition  is  a  failure.  Let  them  alone  and  in  a 
few  years  they  will  possess  everything  worth 
owning.  What  are  you  going  to  do  about 
it  ? 

Here  is  the  remedy.  Let  the  people  go 
into  the  trust  business.  Let  the  people 
establish  department  stores.  That  is  logi¬ 
cal.  That  is  progressive.  And  what  is 
rpore,  it  is  inevitable. — Neiu  Occasions.  , 


The  character  of  the  bills  considered^  in 
the  legislatures  of  the  western  states  during 
the  past  few  weeks  show  plainly  that  the 
people  who  live  beyond  the  Mississippi  are 
far  more  progressive  and  enlightened  than 
those  out  here.  Contrast  the  legislature*  of 
Nebraska  and  New  York.  In  the  former 
laws  have  been  enacted  prohibiting  the  con¬ 
tribution  of  political  campaign  funds  by  cor¬ 
porations,  taxing  the  telegraph  monopoly 
and  securing  freedom  from  intimidation  to 
employees.  In  the  latter  it  has  been  impos¬ 
sible,  after  much  agitation  and  repeated 
expression  of  pubic  sentiment,  to  secure  a 
reduction  of  the  price  of  gas  to  $1  per 
thousand  feet  in  the  face  of  the  fact  that  the 
Corporations,  as  has  been  clearly  proved, 
would  reap  enormous  profits  if  the  price 
were  as  low  as  50  cents.  In  the  states  of 
New  England  and  in  New  Jersey.  Connecti¬ 
cut,  Pennsylvania,  the  legislatures  have 
shown  that  the  corporations  own  them  body 
and  soul. 


Governor  Robert  E.  Smith,  of  Montana, 
writes  as  follows,  to  the  New  York  Journal, 
concerning  the  recent  sweeping  Democratic 
victories  in  Chicago,  Cincinnati  and  other 
western  cities  : 

Helena,  Mont.,  April  7. 

To  my  mind  the  recent  Democratic  vic¬ 
tory  in  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  and  throughout 
jhe  whole  country  means  that  the  promised 
return  of  prosperity,  which  the  Republican 
party  made  dependent  on  the  succe**  of 
their  candidate  and  platform  in  the  national 
election,  has  failed  to  materialize.

They  could  lie 
more  1 1  ms) m- ions  They  me  happy 
id  Uopleuted.

12 Jury  member 
is  guarantee  i  emploi  meat  by  all  A 
da)  s  labor  is  filed  at  j  nine  hours 
Every  weuibtr  receive*  exactly  the 
same  compensation  for  jins  work,  no 
matter  whst  it. is.  If  sick  -bis  pay  goes 
ou  just  the  same. 

There  is  uo  interference  with  indi¬ 
vidual  tastes  or  private,  religious  or 
domestic  h flairs  Tbs  aswiKnatiou  owns 
ail  lauA  and  means  of  production  and 
distribution,  a  id  owns  *11  buildings, 
but  each  member  owns  bis  own  house¬ 
hold  furniture  aud  clothing.  Mein-, 
bera  have  separate  houses,  but  there 
is  a  eominen  kitchen  aud  dining  hall. 
Some  of  the  Ixml  laundry  machinery 
bus  been  put  in  aud  will  soon  lie  in 
operation.  Schooling,  Qiediciue  and 
medical  attendance  are  furnished  free. 
There  iH  a  good  Hchod)  and  kinder 
garten  going,  with  twouty  five  or  thir¬ 
ty  uhildieu. 

The  (mople  ju  this  little  ideal  world 
are  nearly  all  American*.  There  are 
a  few  Gormans.  They  come  from  sil 
over  tbu  Union,  but  there  are  few  if 
any  from  the  South.  O\iio  and  Penn¬ 
sylvania  furnish  the  largest  quota. 
Very  few  come  from  farms  aud  those 
who  do  have  lived  at  least  for  a  few 
years  in  citiea,  so  that  Buskin  can  be 
said  to  be  wholly  a  city  community# 
There  is  no  church  or  minister  in 
the  place,  and  uo  official  religious 
services  If  any  one  wished  to  start 
religiou-  services  there  j  would  be  no 
objection,  but  I  doubt  it  wonld  be 
possible  to  get  them  officially  recog¬ 
nized  by  the  association.  Some  of 
tbe  members  are  pronounced  free 
thinkers.  Almost  all  of  them  are 
bitter  against  church  organizations  as 
not  doing  their  duty,  but  afl  of  them 
admire  Jesus  Christ,  and  many  are 
deeply  religious.  The  animating  spirit 
of  the  oolony  ia  distinctly  altruistic. 

Imagine  a  community  without  po¬ 
lice  or  sheriffs,  and  having  do  need  of 
oourta,  judges  or  lawyers.  There  are 
no  officials  Have  that  one  member  is  a 
notary  public  and  anothur  postmaster. 
There  is  no  destitution,:  no  charity  or¬ 
ganization,  no  immorality,  uo  thieving 
aud  no  drunkenutaa.  They  do  not 
keep  nor  bell  liquors. 

A  Socialistic 
liabed  by  the  association,  called  The 
Coming  Nation.  This  paper  is  issued 
weekly,  accepts  no  advertisement  and 
prints  no  uewa,  but  it  baa  an  outside 
circulation  of  35,000  copies,  aud  on
